.ain that solidity nud that thorough ground- 
ing in knowledge ^hich is indispensable; 
"or, unless it be obtained, B man may pass 
.hrough his lifo reading and studying, and 
never know what true knowledge really is, 
what it is to know anyone thing thoroughly 
and excellently well. What I venture to sug- 
gest is this, find it is n matter of the last im- 
portance—that is why I take the liberty of 
mentioning it hero—that we cannot possibly 
aroid meeting the demands made upon 
schools in all these directions. There is so 
much to say for everything required of a 
school that it is impossible to put aside any 
one of those demands. 
"What we cau do is 


his—TJ-O Cfm give a freer scope for the 
choice of a boy's career, so that, without re- 
juiring everything from him, wo can allow 
lim to shape his course, or the course, his 
>areuts wish, iii souio degree, so that he 
nay obtain thorough knowledge especially 
suited to the career which, he is destined to 
fill.

I cannot help thinking that probably 
he prize will be quite as efficient if given 
for physical scionce instead of for math- 
natics, because there is no doubt you cannot 
jo far into pliysical science without good 
tuowlodge o.f 
mathematics. Very much 


nore time is applied to the study of phyaU 
al science than was the case thirty or foryt 
rears ago. At the same time thero are- a 
ast number of things most useful valuable 
nd improving to tho mind which can bo 
earned without the study of mathematics, 
nd, as far as I am concerned, if I were to 
hooso between the two, I am bound to say 
would rather have a knowledge of physical 
cienco without n very great knowledge.of 
iiathematlcs than I would have a know- 
edge 
of mathematics without physical 


cience. 
One more remark I Khali make, 


nd that is—I am speaking now of optional 
objects—that thero is one language which 
think it is a great pity is almost entirely 
scluded from school education in England, 
t is the most ancient and perhaps the most 
nteMsting m itself of all languages—I mean 
he Hebrew". It neeins to me, I confess, in- 
ouceivable how it should happen that _so 
eery few of our clergy are acquainted with, 
ho "Hebrew.

Triflnd Enoch Hong writes to the com- 


iinHsioiior of Indian affairs, enclosing a 
letter' printed iu tho Lawrence, Kansas, 
Jonrualofthe 12th instant, from its Bar- 
bour'county correspondent, giving a glow- 
ing account of an encounter between the 
military and a band of Osige Indiana on 
tho 7th instant, near Medicine Lodge, in 
which the writer .states they killed fire 
Indians ami had one white man killed. In 
connection with the subject, Friend Iloag 
forwards a report from Agent Gibson, who 
says a party of 20 men and nine women 
proceeding towards Kcd llonuds, mot SGIUO 
white men, who told them a herd of buffalo 
was iu a certain direction. 


They found the herd and killed several 


buffalo and remained in camp two days dry- 
ing tho meat, when they saw a party of 41) 
white men in the distance. Two of tho OE- 
ages rode out to moot them anil wore sur- 
rounded and disarmed of their bows and ar- 
rows. Four more rode out and were treated 
iu tho same manner. Two more 
then ap- 


proached, but were warned by tho prisoners 
and fled, Tho others at the same time- at- 
tempted to escape and four were shot dead; 
the other Indiana escaped. Tho conduct 4of 
the whites incensed1 the Indians greatly, and 
it required tho utmost exertions of Agent 
Gibson to prevent war, in which labor ho is 
still engaged.

It is a teacupfu 
of aoft Map, dissolved ia a pint, or a littl 
men, of warm w»tnr, and poured down th<

choked animal. As "soou u> 


admini«t«red the apple or potato in thrown 
up inatautlj upon passing tUo hand upou 
and along the throat. Ho allows lascattl 
to eat appki or potatoes without cutting 
baiag positive that if ono should choke h 
can relieve the animal instantly. A corres 
puuutfiit says that cattlo may bo relieve 
wlwu choked by being nuulo to jump ovei 
ban l«(t as high as the animal can bo mad 
to jump. J. B. Jones says that n good woy 
i* to make a ba'l of tobacco, and put it in 
the animal's mouth as far back as possible 
which will cause vomiting and speedy re 
lief. Now as the first is a dangerous methot 
«ud the second, tobacco, may not be handy 
the best thing I ever saw (and I never know 
it to fail,) is to take a round stick, eighteen 
inches long nud put it in the animal's mouth 
the same as you would a bit iu n horse's 
mouth, having the stick as large as can be 
put into the mouth. It can bo fastened bi 
itrings tied to the horns. Turn the animc 
loose, and it will soon throw the article 
out, and it will not make it stick like tobac 
co. I have seen it tried a great many time: 
la this section. 


im> PIUJXIKU. ON HKAVI SOIL.— 


I will giro an instance which I think got! 
. far to prdra that fruit trees iu the heavy 
soil here do not like the hard pruning. . Ar 
orchard, principally apples, was plantei 
fifteen or more years ago, the trees wer< 
kept closely pruned, and produced at th< 
time I first saw thorn n great quantity o: 
twiggy roots, which were annually cu 
b*ck| to be followed by a greater number of 
the same sort, and little or no fruit. 
Tlio 


stems wore hidebound, and covered with 
lichen, and did not increase iu size. Three 
years ago the shoots were merely tbinuet 
in Summer, leaving the principal ones their 
full length, or nearly so, and since then 
have been left to themselves. The result is 
that the trees are recovering rapidly, tha 
stems are swelling, the bark cracking, and 
the lichen falling off, and instead of twiggy 
shoots, we have shoots Uvo feot in length 
full of fruit spurs. Last year many of the 
trees produced fruit of good quality, and 1 
am in hopes of seeing an annual improve- 
ment.— [William Taylor. 


TcAVELLT.va IN Ku:MixG. — Did imy ol 


your readers ever think of the amount oj 
travel it .takes to raise o. crop of com? ] 
never saw an ' illustration in print, and I 
thought I would give you one. I have n 
twenty-acre field, forty by eighty rods. 
To 


break this up would take 1G5 miles; harrow- 
ing it, about forty miles; furrowing out, 'JO 
miles; planting, 45 miles, if with a planter; 
and if dropped and covered, !)0 miles; and 
for each ploughing of two furrows iu a row, 
il.) miles, or five ploughings, 450 miles. 
Thus, you will see, it takes about SCO or 
000 miles of travel to raise '20 acres of corn, 
not counting going to aud returning from tin 
field. Besides there is replanting, th'nning, 
rolling, etc.
